WOODFORD, Essex, Eng 
(AP)—Winston Churchill said to 
day the western Allies will risk 
war with Russia if they yield to 
Soviet pressure in Berlin. 

“Tf we were to yield upon this 
grave issue, we would, in my 
opinion, destroy the best chance 
which is now open to us of escap- 
ing a third world war,” he said 
in a speech at a Conservative 
Party rally in his home constitu 
ency,

litical crisis may be developing 
inside Russia, particularly in the 
light of the Cominform’s denun- 
ciation of Marshal] Tito of Yugo 
Slavia,

early today.

OW THAT the west has the Russian bear 
by the tail, the immediate alternatives

| TO surrender Berlin to the Russians 
would invalidate all the guarantees of se- 
;curity on which the United States has in- 
vited the western Europeans and the west- 
ern Germans to stake their future. “But 
to supply the Allied sectors of Berlin by air 
is obviously only a spectacular and tempo- 
rary answer to the ground blockade. The 
operation can be carried on for a while in 
the summer months.

A PUBLIC INQUIRY is now 

being held in London, Eug- 
land, into an application by the 
City Corporation for an order | 
for the compulsory purchase of } 
22 acres of land for rebuilding. | 
The City is an independent | 
local government authority | 
within Greater London, whieh | 
has a separate authority, and | 
is about a square mile in area. 
Rich in history and tradition, 
it is one of the mpst concen- 
trated centres of commerce in | 
the world, 

Over a third of the City was 
destroyed by bombs during | 
World War II, and the Corpo- 
ration now wants the land in 
order to put in hand an ambiti- 
ous rebuilding program. 

It is estimated that the project | 
will take about 30 years to com- | 
plete, but before work begins, 
more than 320 objectors have to 
be heard at the pUblic inquiry. | 
There is no objection to the 
actual plan of rebuilding, but 
certain business firms, city guilds | 
and churches come within the 
boundaries in which rebuilding is 
planned to take place, and it is 
on behalf of these that the public | 
inquiry was instituted 


WITHIN THE BOUNDARIES 
of the City are the great | 
banking houses, shipping com- | 
panies and insurance offices, the 
stock exchange and Lloyds, the 
fur, wool, tea, rubber, coffee and 
corn @xchanges and the food dis- ; 
tributing markets. On the west- 
ern boundaries newspaper and 
printing firms are established, 
while on the southern border, 
along the River Thames, are

* In the City are many historic 
churches and monuments, includ- 
ing masterpieces by the 17th cen- 
tury architect, Sir Christopher 
Wren, of which St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral is the most, famous, Also in 
the City are,the magnificent halls 
of the guilds and the Guildhall, 
headquarters of the City Corpo- 
ration and the scene of many 
state banquets. 


"THE CITY IS a densely packed 

square mile of some 318 street 
blocks, each with an average area 
of 2.1 acres and a built on area 
of 12 acres.

Many of the historic buildings 
were destroyed by bombs. in 
World War II and about a third 
of the floor space laid waste, re

Bank of England. 

Even then the scheme was not 
so much one for the establish- 
ment of a bank to finance and 
facilitate trade as one for the pro- 
vision of £1,200,000 for carrying 
}on the war against France. 
| ‘The Bank, which was originally 
known as the Tunnage Bank, was 
incorporated into a company 
with Sir John Houblon as the 
fifst governor. 

That the Bank of England-was 
truly representative of the City 
| of London is demonstrated by the 
|fact that most of the first 24 
directors were substantial, mer- 
| chants. 


| THE EARLY DEPOSITOR could 
change his cash for Bank of

Grocers’ Hall in Poultry, the 
bank moved to the core of its 
| present site in 1734, The location 
is bounded by Princes Street, 
| Lothbury, Bartholomew Lane and 
Threadneedle Street. This last 
named thoroughfare provided the 
nickname by which the bank is 
universally known the “Old 
Lady of Threadneedle Street.” 

The original building was ex- 
tensively redesigned and rebuilt 
at the end of the 18th ‘century. It 
was again rebuilt in the last 20 
years, and is now one of the 
great buildings of the City of 
London. 

A private venture from its in- 
ception, the hank was national- 
ized in February, 1946. 

Today the Bank of England's 
business is divided into two de- 
partments note issuing and 
banking. 

In 1928 the bank was em- 
powered by Parliament to take 
over on an exclusive basis the 
note issuing function.

LANT CARROTS FOR late}

The following method of sow 
ing seeds will insure germina 
tion in spite of hot, dry weather 
Make a trench 3” deep, fill with

|the summer is over. In spite of 
|the warm weather, a dog should 
|have regular exercise. Don't 
|make the mistake many dog 
owners do. The other day I saw 
a woman taking her dog out for 
jhis usual walk shortly after 
noon. As you know, sidewalks 
jand streets become very hot 
jafter the sun beats down on 
them for a few hours. A dog 
whose only chance for exercise 
jis along paved thoroughfares 
should, if possible,.be exercised 
in the cool of the evening during 
the hot weather, The same holds 
true for country dogs. 

On these hot days remember 
that your dog doesn’t have shoes 
to protect him from the broiling 
pavements. Just place your 
hand on a hot sidewalk and you 
will see just how hot it can 
become. If: you find you must 
walk your dog during the heat of 
the day, try to stay on the shady 
side of the street. 


OGS, BECAUSE OF their 
close association with man 
through the ages, have become a 
sacred symbol in the religion of 
certain peoples.

hists in Kiangtu and Changshu. 


HAVE BEEN bombarded by a 

mass of worried letters asking 
me how to keep dogs from 
destroying gardens and am be 
ginning to wonder how many 
thousands of gardens are going 
to be wrecked by dogs~ this 
Season. Far too many, and much 
neighborhood strife is due to 
follow the destruction. 

Most of this could be avoided 
by the use of simple common 
sense, A sprinkle of paprika 
if red pepper seems to you too 
strong—will keep the average 
dog from digging into new-turned 
earth.. So will certain liquids 
which your dogs hate and which 
Won't hurt the plants. 

Better still, a fairly high fence 
of almost invisibly thin enicken 
wire around the beds and bor- 
ders will keep dogs out, The 
price is very slight andthe wire 
is not visible except from a very 
short distance.
